Six Deaths From Tallow Fever Up 
to Tuesday Morning. 


REPORTS REQUESTED 


People of 
New 
Orleans Are Urged 
to Screen Their ltesldences and 


Place Net* Over Cisterns 
to Head Off Mosquitoes. 
New Orleans, July 25.—Mayor fcenr- 
man has Issued a proclamation to the 
people of New Orleans urging them to 
heed the advice of the health authori­ 
ties relative to sanitating their prem­ 
ises. and calling special attention tc 
the necessity of screening the houser 
and placing nets over cisterns and all 
pools of water which might breed m os­ 
quitoes. 
This proclamation was a s ­ 
signed by the president of the board 
of health, president of the city health 
board. Surgeon W hite of the marine 
hospital service and the advisory com ­ 
m ittee of the N ew Orleans Parish Med­ 
ical H ealth society. 
At a m eeting of the state board ol 
health Monday it was decided, in re­ 
sponse to the numerous requests for in ­ 
formation from the parish health of­ 
ficers, to prepare and send out a de­ 
tailed statem ent of the situation. 
This 
will include an official report that up 
to date there 
have been seventeen 
cases of fever here and six deaths. 
The quarantine regulations s u g g e s t­ 
ed by the m eeting of citizens requiring 
six days' detention for all vessels from 
ports liable to yellow fever were adopt­ 
ed after a very heated discussion. 
Notification w as received from Dr 
Hunter of the M ississippi health board 
that he 
had 
proclaimed 
q u a ra n tln 
against the whole of Louisiana, b eca u se 
the state had not quarantined a g a in st 
the city. 
T his question w as d isc u sse d 
at the board m eeting, but owing to the 
Intimate relations between the city and 
certain portions of the state and the 
w illingness of some sections of the 
state to m aintain open communication 
with the city, It w as decided not rte 
quarantine the state against the city 
In order not to subject the rest oi 
the state to the Inconvenience of th* 
quarantine, it w as decided to make an 
effort to secure an agreem ent from Dr 
Tabor of Texas. Dr. Hunter of M issis­ 
sippi and Dr. Sanders of Alabama that 
they would accept a certificate that am 
traveler has not been in New- Orleans- 
during the ten preceding days. 
The N ew Orleans Parish 
Medical 
society has sent out a circular letter tc 
all physicians urging them to make im ­ 
mediate reports to the board of health 
of all fever cases, whether yellow fever 
or not, and that Immediately on d is­ 
covering a case the patient be put un­ 
der a m osquito net. 
Lieutenant Colonel Maus came here 
to Investigate the situation 
at 
the 
Jackson barracks. 
He found no cases 
of illness and recommended against re­ 
moving the troops at the present tim e 
which he said w as not necessary. 
He 
urged, however, that the men be kept 
within the grounds.
